LONDON, May 9.—Lioyds report that 
the White Star liner Cymric sank at 3 
o clock this morning. All on board were 
saved. 

A message from Queenstown last night 
said the vessel wax torpedoed at 4 o'clock 
Monday afternoon, was still afloat and 


Was proceeding to an Irish port. The 
Cymric left New York April 29, with a 
large cargo of munitions for Liverpool. 
She bad been in service as a freighter 
tor several weeks ane carried nc pas- 
sengers. Her crew numbered about 100 
men, none of whom, so far as is known, 
is an. aperssen. 
‘Cymeerte edu Used as a Troop Ship in 
1914. 
aw YORK, May 9.—The Cymric 


was requisitioned by the British Gov- 
ernment as a troop ship in August, 1914, 
but was restored to thé line a few 


months afterward. 

The Cymric carried 110 men in her 
crew when she sailed. According to the 
Whi.: Star officers and J. J. McPher- 
son, British vice consul in charge of 
shipping, there were no Americans in 
the crew. On the voyage from Liver- 
pool she carried 114 men, but 12 desert- 
ed here and only eight new men were 
hired to replace them. The vessel was 
in command of Capt. F. E. Beadnell, 
who has been in the White Star service 
2 years, and was at one time in com- 
mand of the Baltic. 


In addition to the crew, five distressed 
British seamen who had been ill here 
were on the steamer. 

The Cymric carried the following con- 
traband:

WASHINGTON, May 9.—In reporting 
the torpedoing and sinking of the White 
Star liner Cymric to the State Depart- 
ment today, American Consul Frost at 
Queenstown said five of the crew of 
I were killed by the explosion. 

The Cymric was torpedoed at 4 p. m. 
Monday 138 miles west of Fastnet, ac- 
cording to Consu! Frost. He said it 
appeared that the attack was made 
without warning. The survivors, he re- 
ported, will land about noon today at 
Rantry. 

One message from Consu! Frost read: 

“Cymric cleared New York April 29 | 
without passengers. Supposed mixed 
cargo with horses. On Admiralty serv- 
tee. Torpedo hit engine room, killing 
five out of crew of 107. Absence of 
warning inferable. * Ship still afloat, but 

abandoned. |

MOTHER, 64, AFTER 
QUARREL IN HOWE 


Mrs. Helen Moore, Arrested, 
Begs to Be Permitted to 
Kiss Body. 


SISTER TELLS OF FIGHT 
Says She Tried to Prevent 


Shooting, but Revolver 
Was Discharged. 


Mrs. Helen Moore, 34 years old, shot 
and killed her mother, Mrs. Helen Paus, 
64, in the basement of their home, 2623 
Ohio avenue, at 11 o’clock this merning. 
The shooting followed a quarrel, in 
which Mrs. Moore had been «rrayed 
against her mother and her sister, Mrs. 
Carrie Hartmann. Mrs. Moore was ar- 
rested. 

The first floor of the house was oc- 
cupied by Mrs. Hartmann, her husband, 
Samuel Hartmann, a telegraph lineman, 
ard Mrs, Paus. Mrs. Aoore, who came 
here recently from Flat River, Mo., oc- 
cupied the basement with her sons, 
Hermanh, 14, and Roy, 12. An older son, 
Frank, is away at school. Mrs. Moore’s 
husband is a traveling photographer 
and is not in St. Louis 

When policemen sejzea Mrs. Moore, a 


few minutes after the killing, she begged 
that she.might be permitted to kiss hér 
mother, whose body lay in a corner of 
the basement room. The . policemen 
granted her this privilege. 

The two boys were weeping hysteri- 
cally and Mrs. Moore was lamenting her 
act. The room was disarranged, in- 
dicating that there had been a fight 
before the shooting. 

Mrs. Hartmann told policemen that 
Mrs. Moore had a violent temper, and 
that it had been difficult for the others 
in the house to get along with her. Yes- 
terday afternoon, she said, the mother 
went to talk with her, in the hope of 
persuading her to act reasonably, but 
Mrs. Moore drove her back upstairs. 

This morning, the mother went down- 
stairs again, Mrs. Hartmann accom- 
panying her. Mrs. Moore was so abus- 
ive, her sister said, that the mother said 
to her, “‘I’ll slap your face.” 


At this remark, Mrs. Hartmann said, 
Mrs. Moore took a revolver from the 
bureau drawer, and pointed it at her 
mother. Mrs. Hartmann said she seized 
her sister and tried to make her put 
down the weapon, but that it was dis 
charged. The bullet passed through 
Mrs. Paus’ body, near the heart; caus- 
ing immediate death. 

Mrs. Moore told policemen that her 
mother and sister had sided together 
against her, and had ordered her to 
move, although her rent on the base- 
ment was paid until May 17. This morn- 
ing, she said, her mother and sistes# 
threw a washtub and washboard at her. 
She got a revolver. When the mother 
and sister entered the room, she said, 
‘ ch grabbed one of her arms. In the 
struggle, she said, the revolver was dis- 
charged, and her mother was shot. She 
said she had sent her oldest son for a 
policeman before she got the revolver.

S-cret Committee to Distribute 
Tickets to National Conven- 
tion Week of June 14. 


A secret committee of three, to be se- 
lected by the Finance Committee of the 
National Conventions Association, will 
distribute, -among the contributors to 
the $100,000 fund for the Democratic 
National convention, all the seats which 
are allotted to the local committee. 
The convention opens June 14. 

This allotment will be made to in- 
dividuals and corporations on the basis 
of the money contributed by them. The 
local committee will not sell any tickets, 
according to James E. Smith, head of 
the committee. He said today that the 
committee had already raised its $100,- 
000, and that it would not follow the 
plan of the Chicago committee, which 
plans to sell seats at $50 or $100 each to 
make up its fund for the. Republican 
convention. 

There were 4267 contributors to the 
fund which brought the Democratic 
convention here There is no expecta- 
tion, Smith said, that the local com- 
mittee will get that number of seats. 
It does not yet know how many seats 
it will get. The Chicago committee got 
2200. As soon as this has been deter- 
mined, the committee will decide on a 
plan of distribution, to the contributors. 


Minimum to Be Fixed. 
Some minimum, such as $0 or $100, 


will be fixed, Smith said, and every 
contributor will get one ticket for each 
$50 or each $100 he has given. 

The seats for general spectators in 
the convention here will be in the bal- 
conies. The arena balcony, according 
to the Coliseum management, seats 2661 
persons and the upper balcony 3348, 
making a total] of 6009. From this total 
the local committee and the Democratic 
National Committee will have to be 
provided for. . 

The arena will be reserved for dele-

FOUR TROOPS OF 
LAVALRY ON WAY 
0 GLENN SPRINGS 


Two Which Left Marathon Yes-

MARATHON,Tex., May 9.—One hundred 
and twenty cavalrymen of Troops F and 
H of the Fourteenth Cavalry and a ma- 
chine gun troop, left the new army base 
here for the Mexican boundary soon 
after sunrise today.

These forces will augment the scattered 
detachments of cavalrymen who “have 
ow guarding the border in that vicin- 
y. 

Word is eagerly awaited today from

Cowmen returning from the Big Bend 
country declare with positiveness that 
there are many bands of Villa followers 
awaiting an opportunity to ford the Rio 
Grande and make other attacks on 
lonely American homes and ranches. 

Private Roscoe Tyree, the soldier who 
was thought to have been captured by 
the Mexicans, was brought here injured 
last night. His right arm and foot were 
badly burned in the fire that drove him 
and his comrades from the adobe house 
at Glenn Springs. Tyree fled down a 
creek, where he was found the next day. 
Sergeant Smyth, who commanded the 
Glenn Springs detachment, came in with 
him on a truck. 

Oscar G. Compton, who also had been 
reported missing, reached here in an au- 
tomobile from Glenn Springs. Comp- 
ton’s little boy, Garnett, was riddled 
with bullets in the raid. Compton told 
how the Mexicans surrounded the lit- 
tle settlement, with the apparent ob- 
ject of killing all the soldiers and then 
sacking the place at their leisure. 

“I heard the sound of many feet upon 
the rocks,’’ said Compton, whose home 
was only a short distance from the 
soldier encampment, ‘‘and then two Mex- 
icans with handkerchiefs tied across 
their faces, stuck their heads in the 
front door and asked if any soldiers 
were there. I nnswered them and looked 
out and saw yelling Mexicans coming 
from all dinections. 

“They opened fire on the adobe house 
where the soldiers were. I got my rifle 
and counted my cartridges. I had only 
a hundred. Sitting at the window I 
wailed for them to attack. 

‘‘My 8-year-old girl, Louise, with her 
two little brothers, Howard and Gar- 
nett, tumbled out of bed. Louise was 
frightened by the yelling and I picked 
her up and carried her out of the, back 
door to the shack of a Mexican washer 
woman, who took care of her. 

“I started back to the house to get 
Garnett and Howard. Garnett is only 
4 and his brother 6 years old. But I 
could not make it. The Mexicans were 
too thick and I could not shoot my 
way through them. I emptied my gun, 
but they crowded me and I had to head 
away to the creek and slip behind a 
rock. In the morning I found Tyree 
with his feet and arms burned, wander-. 
ing in the creek bottom.” 

Compton and Tyree went toward the 
camp, and finding a body of Mexicans 
still there turned back and hid in a 
cave. Here they remained until Satur- 
Gay afternoon, when they entered Glenn 
Springs. Compton learned that his son

Judge Howe Criticises Defendant

NEW YORK, May 9.—Robert Fay, 
former Lieutenant in the German army, 
convicted in the Federal Court yester- 
day of conspiracy to destroy munitions 
ships of the allies through bomb con- 
trivances, was today sentenced to eight 
years in the Federal penitentiary at At- 
lanta. 

Walter Scholz, his 
and Paul Daeche, also convicted, 
sentenced to four years and two years, 
respectively, Judge Howe holding that 


they did not originate the conspiracy 
and deserved less severe punishment 
than Fay. The three were also fined $2 
each. 

Talking from the bench, beside which 
were heaped bombs, explosives and oth- 
er exhibits introduced during the 10-day 
trial, Judge Howe said to Fay: 

“According to your testimony’ you 
committed a grave crime against Ger- 
many by deserting your post and coun- 
try where you were engaged in lawful 
warfare to come here, where you have 
committed still graver crimes against 
this nation for the purpose of helping 
Germany in the war. 

U. S. Laws Binding. 

“Altogether too many things have 
been happening in this country since the 
war commenced. This Court is going

Fay was arrested in New Jersey as 
he was about to experiment with power- 
ful explosives. Daeche was successfu:

given into the custody of this district.

Consul Is Accused. 

The indictment against Consul Lude- 
ritz charges that he obtained a passport 
for Von der Goltz in the name of Bridg- 
man W. Taylor, from the Secretary of 
State at Washington on Aug. 2, 1914, 
and that on Oct. 2 of the same year the 
passport was vised by the Italian Con- 
sul-General here. On the following day 
Von der Goltz sailed for Genoa, Italy, 
on board the Italian liner Duca d'Aosta. 

According to Federal officials, the new 
indictment against Wolfe von. Igel and 
Dr. Scheele was made possible by the 


| papers seized in the former office of the 


recalled military attache, Von Papen, at 
the time of Von Igel’s arrest. They al- 
lege these papers show that freight 
charges for shipment of the oil were 
paid by Von Igel while acting as secre- 
tary to Von Papen. 

The indictmetn states that the lubri- 
cating oil was manufactured at the 
plant of the New Jersey Agricultura! 
Chemical Co. of Hoboken, N. J., between 
Jan. 1, 1915, and Nov. 13, 1915, and that 
on Aug. 6 of that year Dr. Scheele as 
head of the concern arranged for the 
shipment of 720 bags of the oil, chem- 
ically reduced to powder and billed as 
fertilizer, on the steamship Esrom of 
the Inter-Ocean Transportation Co. of 
America, Inc., to Germany via Sweden. 

It was in Dr. Scheele’s plant that the 
bombs in the “fire bomb” plot were al- 
ieged to have been manufactured. 

Paid the Freight. 

Dr. Scheele engaged as shipper Fred- 
erick Henjes Jr. of this city, the Gov- 
ernment alleges. Prior to the depar- 
ture of the Esrom, according to the in- 
dictment, Von Igel paid to Henjes the 
freight charges for the il. He gave 
Henjes two checks, one dated Aug. 7, 
1915, for $1910.75, and the other dated 
Oct. 5, 1915, for $906.75 

The oil never reached its destination. 
The Esrom was séized by the British 
and its cargo confiscated. 

The part that Steinberg played in the 
alleged conspiracy is not divulged. Oth- 
ers, referred to as “‘persons unknown,” 
also are alleged to have taken part in 
the plot.

Wounded and Nine Are 
Missing. 


LONDON, May 9—The casualties in 
Dublin in the recent uprising were 124 
killed, 388 wounded and 9 missing, a total 
of 521 amv..g His Majesty’s troops and 
the Royal Irish Constabulary, Premier 
Asquith wunnounced in the House of 
Commons today. 

The casualties were divided as follows: 

“Army officers, 17 killed, 46 wounded; 
other ranks, 8 killed, 311 wounded 9 
missing. 

“Royal Irish Constabulary, 12 killed, 
23 wounded. 

‘Dublin metropolitan police, 3 killed, 
3 wounded. 

“Royal Navy, 1 killed, 2 wounded. 

‘“‘Royal volunteers, 5 killed, 3 wound- 
ed.”’ 

Executions and arrests in Ireland were 
again discussed in the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon in the form of ques- 
tions to Premier Asquith. 

William O’Brien, Nationalist member 
for the City of Cork, asked whether the 
Premier was aware that hundreds of 
men from Cork and Tipperary had been 
arrested without any charge being 
stated, and were confined in the Cork 
jail, where they were treated with the 
utmost harshness. He.also asked wheth- 
er steps would be taken to allay the 
universal public indignation at the reign 
of ‘terror which had been established 
and why the military had raided the of- 
fices of the Cork Free Press, which had 
advocated recruiting since the outbreak 
of the war. 

Premier Asquith said he would make 
diligent inquiries into the matters al- 
luded to in Mr. O’Brien’s questions. 

A veritable volley of questions was 
directed at the Premier from all sides 
of the house. Some members asked 
whether he was aware of the ‘grave 
concern’’ felt over the losses which 
Loyalists had suffered. Philip Edward 
Morrell, Liberal member for Burnley, 
inquired whether F. Sheehy Skeffington, 
editor of the Irish Citizen, had been 
shot in the barrack square in Dublin 
before martial law was proclaimed, and 
Timothy Healy asked whether the Pre- 
mier knew whether the editors of the 
newspapers opposed to the revolt kad 
been shot without trial at tortobello 
Barracks without time being given them 
to say their prayers. 


SINN FEIN TRIALS

DUBLIN, May 9.—The courts-martial 
which have been sitting on the Sinn 
Feiners’ cases have completed their 
work. All Government employes in Lre- 
land have been ordered to report their 
movements, in view of the fact that a 
number of minor officials are known to 
have been members of the Sinn Feiners. 

Four more of the leaders in the revolt 
have been executed, according to an of- 
ficial statement. They were Cornelius 
Colbert, Edmund Kent, Michael Mallon 
and J. J. Heuston. Nineteen others con- 
cerned in the insurrection were sen- 
tenced to death, but the sentence was 
conimuted to various terms of penal 
servitude. Qn three others prison terms 
were imposed. Two were acquitted. 
Twelve altogether were executed.

Berlin Reports Capture of Trenches Near Hau-

PARIS, May 9.—After a violent bom- 
bardment of the French positions on 
Hill 304 on the Verdun front the Ger- 
man. attempted an advance at 3 o’clock 
this morning. The War Office an- 
nounces this afternoon that the attack 
was repulsed completely. French coun- 
ter a‘tacks east of the Meuse drove the 
Germans from certain positiens they 
had captured. 

The positions recaptured by 
French consisted of some parts 
trenches northwest of Thiaumont. 

An intense bombardment was con- 
ducted by the Germans in the sectors 
of Eix and Chatillon and between 
Douaumont and Vaux. 

There was grenade fighting at Apre- 
mont and in the valley of the Fecht. 
South of Autreches, near Soissons, the 
Germans attempted an attack, but were 
repulsed. 

At Bolante, in the Argonne, the 
French captured two small German 
posts, killing all the occupants. 

The latest assaults of the Germans on 
the defenses of Verdun are said to 
have served to demonstrate the high 
pitch of efficiency to which the French 
have brought the use of the machine 
gun. The French front line trenches 
ere being defended by machine guns 
with comparatively few men to serve 
them, and with the addition of new au- 
tomatic rifles, two of which are equiv- 
alent to one machine gun. 

The 48-hour preliminary bombardment 
of the Germans is described by eyewit- 
nesses as more severe than anything 
which hitherto has been experienced 
and it is remarked that the Germans 
were justified in believing no human 
being could have lived in the zone sub- 
jected to this bombardment. Never- 
theless the French are such adepts at 
constructing underground shelters that 
when the German infantry stepped from 
the trenches, scores of well-placed ma- 
chine guns opened concentrated fire, 
thinning the ranks of the attackers be- 
fore the advance was fairly begun. 
French officers state that the losses of 
the Germans in proportion to fhe num- 
ber engaged were as great as in any 
other action of the war. It is said that 
a Prussian division which was engaged 
on Saturday on the Haudremont Wood- 
Thiaumont Farm-Douaumont Fort line 
lost more than 50 per cent of its effec- 
tives.

Finance Committee’s Report

The Finance Committee of the Board 
of Raucation will make a report tonight 


recommending a bond issue of $3,000,000 
to carry out the building program for 
the next few years. The report will be 
tased on the ground that all the gen- 
¢ral revenue derived from the school 
tax is needed to maintain the system of 
instruction at its present standard. 

Herman Mauch, chairman of the 
Yinance Committee, sald today that ‘he 
bond issue was thought to be the best 
solution of the problem. The work of 
the night schools and in special courses 
was considerably curtailed last winter 
because of shortage of funds, and Ben 
Blewett, Superintendent of Schools, has 
announced that the probability of night 
schools being conducted next year is 1e- 
mote if the necessary building expendi- 
tures have to come out of the general 
echoul fund. 

The passage of the bond issue, accord- 
ing to Mauch and Blewett, would en- 
abie full reinstatement of the night 
schools and special courses. 

The committee will recommend that a 
boni election be called by the Board 
of Education for some time in Septem- 
ber. A form of contract will be sub- 
rsitted which it is proposed to en‘er 
into with the iaw firm of Dillon, Thoin- 
fun & Clay of New York, for expert o4- 
‘ice as to the campaign and the prep- 
aration of the issue in order to make !t 
legal. This contract Provides that tf 
the bond issue should carry the firm 
weuld get one-tenth of one per cent ot 
the total, or $300, for its services, and 
fh event of failure it would get 0 oe 
twentieth of one per sent, or $1500.

4 KILLED, MANY 
HURI, NN POWDER 
MILL EXPLOSION 


Hospitals Within Radius of 25 
Miles Asked to Send Assist- 
ance to Jersey Town. 


NEW YORK, May 9.—At least four 
persons were killed and many injured 
today in an explosion at the Atlas 
Powder Co. at Lake Hopatcong, N. J., 
north of Newark. One report was that 
from 5&8 to 100 had been killed. Hospi- 
tals within a radium of % miles were 
asked to send assistance or hold them- 
selves in readiness to receive injured. 

The buildings near the shore all 
around the lake were damaged and 
great clouds of smoke almost shut out 
the sun. Windows were shattered for 
miles. 

The explosion occurred at Landing, N. 
J. at the soithern end of the lake. The 
plant was used for the manufacture of 
acids, which were shipped to other 
points to be used in making smokeless 
powder for war munitions. Dynamite 
was also stored at the works and pow- 
der mixed there. Between 600 and 1000 
men were employed.

Chairman Rogers of the Efficiency 
Board has informed the Mayor and 
Comptroller that he considers it obliga- 
tory and not optional that the board 
standardize department work, as the 
charter used the mandatory “shall” in 
directing that this be done. 

Comptroller Player told Chairman 
Rogers that it is not compulsory that 
standardizatibn be undertaken at this 
time, and in view of the fact the city 
is facing a deficit of $300,000 in ita rev~- 
enues for the fiscal year ending next 
April, much important work in all de- 
partments has been postponed. 

To study the problem of classifying 
the employes of each department and 
standardizing the different grades of 
work, Chairman Rogers says it will re- 
quire the addition of three clerks to the 
staff of 11, including three board mem- 
bers, which now exists. | 
Mayor Kiel suggested that the Effi- 
clency Board borrow clerks from other 
departments at such times as they can 
be spared, but Rogers said the work 
will require special training and could 
not be performed well if it were neces- 
sary to break in a new man every few 
days or weeks. 

The investigation necessary in every 
city department could not be intrusted 
to employes of the department, Rogers 
said, as it will consist mainly of check- 
ing up the claims and assertions made 
by department heads and subordinates. 

The purpose of standardization, Rog- 
ers explained to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er, is to equalize ihe pay and duties of 
workmen and officials of all kinds. At 
present, Rogers said, each department 
has its own standard or in fact several 
standards, which creates the widest dif- 
ferences in the pay of city employes 
who perform the same class of work. 
A clerk in the Water Department may 
be drawing 3125 a month while one in 
the tax assessment division may be get- 
ting only $60 a .,aonth when the duties of 
both are identical. 

A thorough standardization, Rogers 
said, would result in the elimination of 
sinecures which exist now in many de- 
partments. 

The Efficiency Board was allowed $2,- 
000 in the budget this year, while the 
expenditures last year indicate thig sum 
will be $625 short of the amount neces- 
sary to carry on the same work for 12 
months. Comptroller Player told Rog- 
ers the $625 shortage was the result of 
a clerical error and would be remedied 
in February by including the amount in 
the supplemental appropriation bill. The 
board asked for %29,000 this year, to 
cover all new work that ft is ready to 
begin, but Rogers said the minimum 
sum on which standardization and class- 
ification may be undertaken, is $26,625. 

Rogers, in a letter to Mayor Kiel re- 
cently intimated that unless the city au- 
thorities appropriated the $4000 which he 
considers necessary, the Efficiency 
Board might ask for voluntary contri- 
butions to carry on the new work or 
might accept the services of volunteers 
who are willing to do the work out of 
civic interest. 

Mayor Kiel and Comptroller Player 
both say they are opposed to such an 
arrangement, and do not think unofficial 
workers would be permissable under the 
law.

BERLIN, via London, May 9.—A strik- 

ing article on German-American rela- 

tions, which is construed here as a criti- 
cism of Admiral von Tirpitz, appeared 
in the Lokal Anzeiger yesterday. After 
expressing approval of the German Gov- 
ernment’s reply- to the American note,

Accepting the Imperial Government’s declaration of 
its abandonment of the policy which has so seriously menaced the good 
relations between the two countries, the Government of the United 
States will rely upon a scrupulous execution henceforth of the now 
altered policy of the Imperial Government, such as will remove the | 
principal danger to an interruption of the good relations existing be- 
tween the United States and Germany.

SINKS, 20 BELIEVED 
0 HAVE DROWNED 


S. R. Kirby Breaks in Two 
During Storm; Only One 
of Crew Saved. 


SAULT STE. MARIE, Mich., May 9.— 
Twenty persons are believed to have 
been drowned when the steamer 8S. R. 
Kirby of the Northwestern Transporta- 
tion Co. of Detroit and Cleveland, broke 
in two during a storm on Lake Superior 
yesterday and sank. The disaster oc- 
curred four miles off Eagle River, Mich. 

Otto Linquist, a stoker on the Kirby, 
was picked from floating wreckage by 
sailors on the steamer Joseph Block. 
Linquist declared he. saw the Kirby 
sink and that, so far as he knew, he 
was the only survivor. 

The Kirby was commanded by Capt. 
David Girardin Jr. of Detroit. 

The barge Hartwell, which the Kirby 
was towing, broke loose and was picked 
up by the steamer E. H. Utley, which 
towed her to shelter behind Keweenaw 
Point. 

The Kirby left Ashland Sunday even- 
ing, ore-laden for Cleveland. She ran 
into a terrific gale on Lake Superior 
early yesterday. The steamer made for 
Keweenaw Bay, but the storm increased 
in violence and at about 10:45 o'clock 
yesterday morning she broke in two. 
Linquist was thrown into the water and 
clambered onto floating debris. 

“I saw Capt. Girardin swimming 100 
feet away,’ said Linguist. “I saw no 
other persons. The captain raised his 
hands, waved and sank.”’

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BUILDERS TO HOLD 


MASS MEETING ON 


LABORERS STRIKE 


It Will Be on Thursday, After 
Which Committees Will 
Confer on Men’s Demand. 


No agreement was reached at a con- 
ference between a committee represent- 
ing the striking Hodcarrirs’, Building 
and Common Laborers’ Union No. 22, 
which went on strike Saturday, and 
members of the Master Builders’ Asso- 
ciation. , The unionists were told the 
builders would appoint a committee to 
consider their demands, and that ne- 
gotiations for a gettlemént would be 
opened after a mass meeting of all con- 
tractors of the city is held to consider 
the situation. 

The Master Builders today appointed 
C. B. McCormick, James A. Gorfrey, 
G. H. Harvey, J. M. Taylor and J. H. 
Wise as a committee to confer with the 
committee of three from the Building 
Trades Council, which organization is 
calling affiliated tradesmen from work 
in sympathy with the laborers. 

The builders’ mass meeting will be 
held on Thursday at 12:30 p. m,, in the 
quarters of the Building Industries As- 
sociation in the Century Building. 

In the meantime, according to Mau- 
rice J, Cassidy, Secretary of the Build- 
ing Trades Council, the union men will 
continue to send its committee of 24 
representatives of various trades about 
the city to ascertain where nonunion 
laborers are being used and to call off 
the union workers, Several large build- 
ing jobs were stopped by these men yes- 
terday, including the work of building a 
bathing beach at Sunset- Hill Country 
Club and work on the St. Louis Frog 
and Switch Co. in Wellston. 

The unionists report that many of fhe 
smaller contractors not affiliated with 
the Master Builders’ Association are 
complying with the new scale and work- 
ing only union laborers. The’ laborers 
are asking 35 cents an hour, an eight- 
hour day and time and a half for over- 
time. 


C. B. & Q@. Shopmen Get Raise.

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WASHINGTON, May 9.~When mem- 
bers of a committee of the American | 
Union Against Militarism called on Pres* 
ident Wilson yesterday to protest 
against his preparedness program and 
advised him that they had found fear 
of militarism in the country west of the 
Alleghenys, the President told them 
that while America’s traditions were 
anti-militaristic, they were not those of 
military helplessness; that the existing 
United States army was not large 
enough to safeguard the Mexican border 
and that it had been found necessary to 
prepare the navy to deal with tremend- 
ously increased tasks, quite independ- 
ent of war. 

The President referred to hopes for 
peace in the world and in words, evi- 
dently carefully chosen, said that a na- 
tion regarded as helpless was apt to be 
regarded as negligible in a general coun- 
sel for eStablishing foundations for 
peace.

FROM EUCLID Av. 


All Mobilized Rubbish Heaps as 
Far as Grand Avenue to Be 
Attacked Today. 


The clean-uppers, who camped last 
night west of Euclid avenue, after

SUGGESTS MUNICIPAL STATION 
FOR FREE BRIDGE PASSENGERS 


President Kinsey Says Trains to tet 
to Union Station Will Have to 
Use Terminal Tracks. 

A municipal passenger station at 
Twelfth and Gratiot streets, for 
trains entering the city over the 
Free Bridge, was sugested by Presi- 
dent Kinsey of the Board of Public 
Service, in a talk before the Central 


-Civic Council last night, as a pos- 


sible means of avoiding a “bottling” 
process. 

To reach Union Station the passen- 
ger trains using the Free Bridge will 
have tO use a strip of the Terminal 
Association’s track 1000 feet long. 
Kinsey believes this can be satisfac- 
torily arranged. He believes no rate- 
making body will uphold a charge 
for using this short section of track, 
which will equal the charge for cars 
hauled over the Terminal bridges, 
and through the tunnel or over the 
elevated tracks. But, if this expecta- 
tion should be disappointed, he said, 
the city could still solve the question 
by building its own station. 


Kinsey also spoke of the agreement 
with the Terminal Association for the 
transference to the city of sections 
of track on the levee. 


WHEN IT’S MIDNIGHT IN LONDON 
MAY 20, IT WILL BE | A. M. 


Daylight Saving Plan Is Expected to 
Save $12,500,000 Annually in 
Light Bills. 

LONDON, May 9.—The House of Com- 
mons yesterday, after a short discussion 
adopted the motion of Sir Henry Nor- 
man, favoring daylight saving. The 
vote was 172 to 2. The daylight saving 
measure will go into effect Saturday, 
May 20, where at rm-‘dnight clocks will be 

advanced one hour. 

Very little objection was raised against 
the motion and what there was came 
mainly from those representing agricul- 
tural interests. Sir Henry N@rman esti- 
mated that the economy in, lighting 
alone wuuld be $12,500,000 yearly. Herbert 
L. Samuel, Mome Secretary, on behalf 
of the Government, said that under 
such a measure there would be an enor- 
mous saving of coal, which was greatly 
needed by the entente allies.

HAIR WAS DYED 
A RAVEN. BLAGK 


Story Told-by Hadley Reveals 
the Secret Behind Judge Lamm’s 
Mysterious Remark. 


HIS FRIENDS JOSHED HIM 


Swanger Then Let Color Fade 
and Candidate for Governor 
Again Has White Locks. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 6.—Every- 
body who heard the speech of former 
Supreme Judge Henry Lamm of Sedalia, 
Republican candidate for Governor, be- 
fore the Lamm Club here, April 20, has 
been wondering what he had in mind 
wher he referred to a candidate Who 
had his political hair dyed. 

The secret has been let out by a story 
told by former Gov. Hadley to one of 
his friends. Here it is: 

When John E. Swanger, now also of 
Sedalia, and candidate against Judge 
Lamm for Governor, retired as State 
Bank Commissioner three years ago, his 
hair was white as snow, although [ie 
was only 49 years old. 

Swanger went from Jefferson City 
St. Louis to become a traveling repre- 
sentative for the Mercantile Trust Co. 
Soon afterward he appeared in his of- 
fice at the trust company with his hair 
dyed jet black—so black, in fact, that 
ebony looked pale in comparison. 

Appearance Was Changed. 

The physical appearance of the for- 
mer Bank Commissioner was so com- 
pletely changed that the watchman of 
the bank refused to allow him to open 
mail addres to John E. Swanger un- 
til he could ‘prove his identity by the 
markings of his shirt and collar. 

Hadley and Swanger had been inti- 
mate during their eight years of offi- 
cial life at Jefferson City, but the for- 
mer Governor failed to recognize 
Swanger when they met soon after the 
transformation of the cvlor of Swang- 
er’s locks. Swager’s friends joked 
him, and he was frequently asked if 
he was advertising a new brand of sage 
tea. 

One dyeing was all that Swanger’s 
hair ever got. He decided to use no 
more artificial coloring matter and to 
Jet nature restore his hair to its former 
distinguished whiteness. But he had 
to pay the penalty for tampering with 
the laws of nature, because as’the black 
began to fade from his hair it turned 
first to a greenish hue, and then to a 
Streaked gray. 

Swanger’s hair has now lost all trace 
of its artificial coloring matter and is 
a perfect white. 

What Judge Lamm Said. 

Judge Lamm was discussing the 
liquor issue when he made the reference 
tv: political hair dyeing. He said the 
Republican party had, in its last two 
platforms, declared for local option. 

*‘Let us suppose,’’ he said, ‘“‘that when 
the platform of the Republican party is 
adopted next September it stands by 
its guns and again promulgates a plank 
in favor of local option—the fair, effi- 
cient and full enforcement of local op- 
tion laws and in favor of some sensi- 
ble form of home rule. Let us suppose 
that a candidate running on that plat- 
form and publicly advocating that doc- 
trine has had his political hair dyed 
and privately has pledged himself to 
repudiate the platform and seeks an 
election based on the theory, privately 
given, that if elected he will repudiate 
the platform. Are not the bonds that 
bind men together dissolved by the very 
statement of that proposition?’ 

The story of the transformation of 
Swanger’s snow-white locks to a raven- 
black probably will become one of the 
interesting features of the campaign. 
Swanger Blames Barker. 
Swanger, in his office at Sedalia to- 
day, laid the blame for the transforma- 
tion in the color of his hair upon his 
barber. 
‘My barber was treating my scalp,” 
Swanger said, ‘and by mistake put on 
a preparation which turned my hair 
black at first, and then green. It 
caused me a*good deal of annoyance. 
Soon afterward I went to my old home 
in Milan, and the first person ] met 
was an old friend of the family. I shook 
hands with her and spoke to her, but 
her only response was: 
‘Why, John, you've had your hair 
dyed!’ 
“T had a good deal of that sort of 
annoyance to contend with while my 
hair was getting back to its natural 
color, and I have not since allowed the 
barber to do any more experimenting 
with hair preparations.’’ 
Hadley, when asked about the hair 
dyeing story by a Post-Dispatch corre- 
denied all knowledge of it, 
but Swanger admittéd that he met Had- 
ley while his,hair was still black, and 
that the former Governor scarcely rec- 
ognized him.

GERMANS WIN VICTORIES 


Teutons’ Success, It Is Asserted, 
Has Unmasked English and 
Their ‘‘Tattle’’. Methods. 


Special Correspondence of the Post- 

Dispatch. 

BERLIN, April 10.—Erich Lilienthal, 
writing in the Lokal Anzeiger on 
“Weltklatsch als Kampfmittel,” which is 
translated as ‘‘world gossip as an aid 
tc war,” tels:how Great Britain has 
tenefited by propagating gossip on 2 
world-wide scale. He writes: 

“The strength of English foreign pol- 
itics lies in the successful] veiling of its 
motives. The hard, selfish will to power 
is never trumped resolutely on the table 
of the family of nations. It is present, 
though, and may be detected in a 
thousand acts, but, and that is the 
point, it has never been admitted pub- 
licly by an English statesman of rank. 
The examples of brutal exclamations 
and unveiled threats originate with 
British jingoes, but never with diplo- 
mats. 

“That which we formerly recognized 
in Germany as the iron logic of English 
rolitics, and which has often received 
our unmerited admiration, is, . when 
translated into German or continental- 
ism, nothing more than the fullest use 
of the advantage of its geographical i- 
cation. Every Briton, until 1914, rested 
securely in: the knowledge of the in- 
violability of his home and country; it 
had not been invaded by foreign foes 
for 1000 vears. From his secure van- 
taze point the English statesman at his 
leisure was able to determine effective 
and comfortable measures to ward off 
all opponents. The Briton developed 
calmness and repose. In all the wars 
of later history he never fought for 
bome and country, as other countries

U. $. CONSULAR MAIL DELAYED 


American Letters, Held in England, 
Three Months Getting to Berlin. 
BERLIN, May 7, by wireless to Say- 

ville—There is increasing indignatiun 

in American business circles in Ger- 
many over the British holding of Amer- 
ican mails. Letters mailed in New York 
the first two weeks in January arrived 
in the last few days. Letters of the 
first week in February are just begin- 
ning to come, and all were opened and 
held in England. This includes letters 


other. There appears, nowever, this dif- 
ference, namely, that in the life of em- 
pires, as well as that of the individual, 
there finally develops with the con- 
sciousness of friction, real hate and 
cdious enmity, but not so the Briton—lie 
developed a pose all his own owing to 
the sense of security previously de- 
scribed. He scolded and moralized his 
opponents, treated them systematically 
with a ‘never give up’ phlegma, but to 
real hate of hiS opponents he never suc- 
ceeded. 

“The genuine hate that he bears Ger- 
many today is the surest guarantee of 
the one outstanding fact, his security- 
pose of the centuries has become wob- 
bly, and his criticism is not dictated by 
practicalities as of old, but has become 
the result of his inner necessities. 

“There is a reason why those early in 
the war with such self-sufficiency and 
fabulous preparedness pitching waves of 
world tattle, or gossip, refuse now to 
arouse the same passions and response 
as in the beginning. These waves of 
world gossip have thickened and have 
become saturated with distortion, and 

o-7 flow far less freely. Sentiment at 
first ran away with reasonable thought 
and understanding, but the world has 
sickened of the manufactured stories, 
the cloven foot became too apparent. 

‘In the beginning the English desired 
only to annihilate us, nothing more or 
less was written on their banner. Grey, 
in sympathetic tones, held out the pleas- 
ant alternative that when their (the En- 
glish) job was half finished, he favored 
letting up and giving us another trial— 
at living—again. 

First Real Annoyance. 

“Their first real annoyance came 
when we so utterly refused to listen tu 
their hypacritical tattle. They perceived 
us getting real mad and refusing to be 
made the victims of the glorious ‘logic 
and correctness’ of their self-sufficient 
English foreign politics. Our German 
‘chant of hate,’ Avhich at first they 
treated with ignoring disdain, finally got 
on their nerves, and then, with true 
Britannic practicality, they made out of 
necessity a virtue and paraded our out- 
raged feelings, which we refused to 
hide, as the ‘barbarism of Berlin.’ 

“Promptly with the first day of the 
war there swept over the world witk 
perfect rhythm and system a cauldron 
full of witch stories. Shocks of German 
battleships were destroyed by the in- 
vincible fleet of Britannia in August, 
1914. How many hundred thousand Ger- 
man soldiers were drowned in the river 
Maas; how many Zeppelins exploded in 
the air, like so many children’s bal- 
loons; how many Socialists were shot on 
the streets of Berlin, by direct order of 
the Kaiser, can be seen today in the 
files of Reuter’s Press Bureau in lon- 
don. But in the end that ceased, the 
world became saturated with distorted 
war happenings. Then came the period 
of ‘atrocity’ stories, and the world, at 
first shuddering, became convinced of

‘perfidious Albion's’ capacity in the di- 
rection of grewsome tales. In-fact, it 
remembered the systematic exploitation 
of the English press of ‘Congo atrocity’ 
stories, directed against Belgium at the 
time this Congo State loomed as a de- 
sirable addition to England’s domain. 
The world reflected and remembered 
and compared England’s indignation at 
our invasion of Belgium with its pre- 
vious attitude toward that country, and 
arrived at the ‘motif.’ In fact, much 
appeared in the press reminding her of 
her own history fraught with frightful 
stories of atrocities—witness as late as 
the Boer war, when 23,000 Boer women 
and children were inhumanly concen- 
trated by the English in eamps, and 
thousands died, all for the English lust 
for gold. But enough of this. 

“Of course not, the Germans are not 
cruel and ferocious by nature, at least 
they were not, but now the spirit of 
Treitschke and Nietzsche and Bernhardj 
possesses the souls of millions of Ger- 
mans, and. has converted them to mili- 
tarism. 


“Militarism’”’ was coined in England 
about the time of the awful drubbing 
the first line of English troops re- 
ceived at Mons, and with this word 
the unpleasant memories of that early 
debacle were to be wiped out, just as 
the word “‘boche’ in the French was 
meant to portray a person who had 
had the audacity to give the French 
a complete whipping three times in 
one century. But soon they became 
conscious that the old-t'me remedies, 
which had done cervice in previous 
crises missed fire when directed too 
continuously against Germany. The 
English Minister continued to din 
phrases into the ears of willing lis- 
teners, but in the end it all smacked 
too much of ‘politics’ and not of 
‘truth.” Now he possessed himself of 
a hew weapon—the press stories of 
the ‘Eye Witness’ of this and that oc- 
casion—and thero apeared regularly 
three times a week in the name of 
the ‘English War Ministry,’ stories of 
heroism of Sergt. Johnson, or Corp. 
Smith, without the mention of place 
and date, but sclways of the same 
teror, viz: Sergt. Johnson had per- 
sonally taken unawarés dozens of 
stupidly dull German soldiers, etc., in 
all the varieties of possible and im- 
possible occasions, some with ‘partly 
truthful happenings, most of them 
mere anecdotes. 


“When finally, however, the re- 
markably magnificent German vic- 
tories at all the fronts, east and west, 
came to the full knowledge of all the 
wcecrld, then, and not until then, there 
collapsed this house of cards in one 
grand smash, and today the world is 
spared grewsome stories, anecdotes, 
hero prattie, etc., because battles are 
not won by these methods. 

“At the present time the unlimited 
measure of hate with which England 
is regaling us, and the dissemination 
of crazy French libels through En- 
glish pe@bers is a splendid index to us 
of our successes.

Very Impressive Language. 

Flynn is a very aggressive manager 
and not at all choice in the sort of 
language he uses. When_ Burke 
steppeq from the ring after his bout 
with Alberts he asked Flynn what 
he thought of the fight. 

“What did I think of it?’ roared 
Flynn. “Why, if it had gone a couple 
of more rounds my dog would have 
chewed your neck off!” 

“Dog’’ is a term of endearment used 
by Flynn when referring ,to fighters 
under hts management. However, he is 
a very good manager, gets them plenty 
of work and is loud in his praise of 
them. At the present time he has made 
the New York fight fans sit up and take 
particular notice of Brennan. The lat- 
ter has been fighting for about _ two 
years, under the name of Shanks. Flynn 
made him change back to his own name 
of Brennan, and as such he is now being 
exploited as the coming champion. Bren- 
nan was born in County Mayo, Ireland, 
and fights at 195 pounds. To date he 
has scored 27 knockout in 31 engage- 
ments.

Councilman Hears Distributing 
Company Is Making Connec- 
tions for New Supply. 


WANT A LOWER RATE 


Mayor to Insist on Reduction 
Before Corporation Is Al- 
lowed to Pipe In Product. 


Mayor Mollman of East St. Louis said 
today that the St. Clair County Gas 
and Electric Co. will not be allowed 
to connect with the pipe line from the 
natural gas wells at Staunton, IIL, 
until the company consents to a satis- 
factory reduction in the gas. rates. 

Councilman 8. J. Fowler surprised 
the Council last night by announcing 
that the pipe line has reached Ed- 
wardsville, and is being laid toward 
East St. Louis, Fowler also made known 
that the local gas company recently 
had its charter changed to allow it ‘to 
distribute natural gas. 

Fowler produced statistics to show 
that natural gas can be sold in East, 
St. Louis at a maximum of 3% cents 
per 1000 cubic feet. East St. Louis 
now pays $1 per 1000 cubic feet for man- 
ufactured gaB: 

The pipe line is being laid by the Ca- 
hokia Gas and Oil Co., which was in- 
corporated by C. H. Quackenbush, presi- 
dent of the St. Clair County Gas dnd 
Hlectric Co.; Thomas Gillespie, the com- 
peny’s attorney, and Fred Stingoetter, 
a bookkeeper for the company. The 
Cahokia Gas and Oil Co. proposes to 
buy the gas from the producing com- 
pany at Staunton and sell it to the dis- 
tributing companies in the various 
towns. 

Control Is the Same. 

Gillespie today admitted to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the Cahokia Gas 
and Oil Co. really is controlled by the 
American Gas Co., which owns the St. 
Clair County Gas & Electric Co. 

It was pointed out that if the com- 
panies had succeeded in making the 
ceennection the burden would have been 
placed on the city of East St. Louis to 
get the rates lowered. 

The cost to the company of producing 
artificial gas is estimated at 25 cents 
per 1000 cubic feet. A Post-Dispatch 
reporter learned today that the Cahokia 
Gas and Oil Co. has contracted to buy 
natural gas from the Staunton fields at 
54% cents per 1000 cubic feet. 

The introduction of natural gas into 
East St. Louis at a price of 35 cents, or 
less, would mean an industrial revolu- 
tion. Fowler said five manufacturing 
firms had told him they would buy an 
aggregate of 22,000,000 cubic feet per 
month if they could get it that cheap. 
vast St. Louis now uses about 25,000,000 
cubic feet a month. Fowler said the 
Staunton fields contain 12 wells, which 


are producing 100,000,000 cubic feet a day, 
and that the’ field is being enlarged. 


Councilmen Back Demand. 


The Councilmen, several of whom have 
opposed Fowler’s agitation of the gas 
question, were unanimous last night in 
backing his demand that the company be 
prevented from bringing the gas into 
seo St. eeunad “until the rates are low- 
ere 

Mayor Molewan admitted today that 
the gas ig, a! had told him pre- 
viously that they intended to bring nat- 
ural gas to East St. Louis, but said he 
did not take the statement seriously. 
He does now, however, he said. . 


The situation is very similar to that 
which arose when a water franchise was 
to be lamp « two years ago. The city 
could have forced a reduction of rates 
by refusing to grant the franchise until 
it was made, but the measure was 
rushed through, and then the city had to 
complain to the Utility Commission. 

Mayor Mollman said he would visit 
Mayor Mudge of Edwardsville this week 
and collect some facts about the fight 
of that city for lower rates upon the 
introduction there of natural gas. The 


officers of the company will be invited, 


to appear before the Council next Mon- 
day and make a statement of their 
intentions regarding the natural eas 
proposition. Some of the Councilmen 
said last night these statements would 
have to be made on the floor of the 
Council, and not in the secret caucus.

Prices Show Mixed Changes on 
Mexican Outlook and 
Peace Talk. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, May 9.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

“Uncertainty, in an aggravated 
form, dominated the stock market 
. today, and deprived the aimless fluc- 
tuation of prices, in most of the 
transactions, of the significance they 
might have had as an index of the 
sentiment of the financial 
munity. 

“The uncertainty was based upon 
lack of facts and not upon confusion 
of opinion. Fragmentary and con- 
flicting reports arrived at intervals 
throughout the mornin as to the 
Sinking of the steamshi Cymric, 
leaving the market in prem # whether 
warning had been given as pledged 
in Germany’s latest communication on 
the subject of submarine warfare. 
Nor was there more definite infor- 
mation on the status of the vessel— 
whether she was privately operated 
or was under the control or in the 
service of the British Admiralty. 

“On this point the report of the 
American Consul at Queenstown, and 
a statement by the receiver of the 
International ercantile Marine Co. 
in- this city were in direct opposi- 
tion. The fact that prices on the 
Stock Exchange did not break more 
Severely seemed to indicate Wall 
street’s belief that Germany’s recent 
Ean had not in this instance 

een deliberately broken. 

The Mexican Situation. 

“The other piece of disturbing news— 
for it is seldom in these days that the 
market has to dea] with only one source 
of. misgiving at a time—had to do with 
Mexico. The calling out of the militia 
of three states to guard the border gave 
form and substance to the doubts and 
fears that have been entertained regard- 
ing our relations with that country. 

“It is true that the call upon the State 
troops had no direct bearing upon our 
relations with the Carranza Government, 
but it visualized to the financial mar- 
kets all their misgivings previously held. 
Had the fresh outburst of lawlessness 
that o ey ig the calling of the Amer- 
ican ilitia resulted, as might have 
been hoped, in a quick agreement with 
the de facto Government on the status 
of the troops in Mexico, the incident 
would not have been devoid of hopeful 
aspects, in that particular at least, but, 
instead, it became the basis of fresh 
uncertainty and misgiving. 

“‘Under the impulse of these various 
forces—which, curiously enough, were 
accentuated in the market rumors by a 
continuance of yesterday’s ‘peace talk’ 
—prices on the Exchange duplicated, in 
large part, the movements of the pre- 
ceding day. 

“The railway shares assumed the lead- 
ership, in point of definite tendency, and 
again advanced, though the gains were 
not evenly distributed and were not, 
on the whole, as substantial as those of 
yesterday. Among the industrial shares 
the day’s irregularity was most pro- 
neunced, with the tendency of the spec- 
ulative shares toward a lower level. 
Spasmodic rallies and declines followed 
each other during most of the day, with 
intervening periods of comparative dull- 
ness. 

Exports Are Smaller. 

““A decrease of $18,300,000 in exports of 
breadstuffs for March, compared with 
March, 1915, was reported by the De- 
partment of Commerce, accompanied 
by a falling off of more than $11,400,000 
in meat and dairy products. The total 
of the several groups of agricultural ex- 
ports in March was $112,252,910, compared 
with $125,039,062 in February and $158,543, - 
872 a year earlier. The March figures 
illustrate the tendency of the last nine 
months, except in the case of meat and 
dairy products. 

“With the present shortage of ships 
and the abnormal demands for other 
commodities from this country, it is 
hardly surprising to find a falling off in 
shipments of farm products, compared 
ytih the tremendous shipments of last 
year, before exports of manufactured 
material got into full swing. 

“Quotations for Scandinavian exchange 
threaten to become almost meaningless, 
unless the market is somehow placed 
on a broader basis than at present ex- 
ists. Today’s quotations varied consid- 

erably, ranging up to as high as 30.85 
for the Stockholm check. 

‘Transactions continue ona narrow 
basis, with prices nearly nominal. In a 
market where an adverse movement can- 
not be rectified by remittances of gold, 
quotations eventually come to have little 
significance. 

“Sterling was slightly lower, under 
the pressure of heavy offering of com- 
modity bills, but this was offset, in part, 
by good buying of cables by houses 
identified with British and French 
financing in this country. 

“Italian and French exchange a'so 
showed a slightly easier tendency.”
